In  presenting  this  report  upon  the  work  of  the  Department 
I would  state  that  it  has,  in  accordance  v/ith  the  directions 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  been  made  as  brief  as  possible. 

The  activities  of  the  Department  have  been  very  much 
curtailed  during  the  year,  owing  to  the  staff  being  engaged, 
upon  work  of  Civil  Defence,  chiefly  connected  i-vith  Billeting 
under  the  Government  Evacuation  Scheme.  The  organising  of 
the  Scheme,  in  order  to  ensure  smooth  running  and  a 
successful  result,  commenced  in  September  1938  and  continued 
until  Evacuation  commenced. 

Report  to  Council,  14th  September,  1959. 

" The  evacuation  of  school  children  and  teachers,  Mothers 
end  children  under  five  and  expectant  mothers,  v/as  carried 
out  over  a period  of  three  days,  namely,  from  1st  September 
to  3rd  September  inclusive.  As  Reception  Officer  for 

this  xlrea  and  for  the  Epplng  Urban  District  I received  2,993 
persons,  of  these  921  were  sent  to  the  Urban  Apea  and  2,072 
to  this  Area. 

Nursing  services  were  available  at  the  Station  but  only 
one  case  needed  attention.

On  arrival  at  the  dispersal  points  arrangements  were  made 
to  give  the  evacuees  refreshment.  Inspection  of  the  children 
for  infectious  disease,  head  and  bod7  lice  and  scabies  was  carried 
out.  No  case  of  infectious  disease  vi?as  found.  Fourteen  cases 
of  children  infected  with  head  lice  and  later  ten  cases  of  children 
suffering  from  scabies  were  found.  The  worst  of  these  were 
treated  at  the  Public  Assistance  Institution. 

The  work  of  billeting  w^as  carried  out  smoothly,  only  in  a 
feYJ  cases  was  difficulty  met.  At  midday  on  the  second  day  of 
evacuation  the  arrival  of  school  children  ceased  and  mothers  and 
children  under  five  commenced,  915  children  and  teachers  had 
arrived  and  at  the  end  of  the  third  day  1,152  mothers  and 
children  had  been  dealt  vjlth  and  billets  found. 

Notification  was  received  that  70  expectant  mothers  were 
coming  into  the  area  but  we  received  165,  Special  billets  had 
to  be  found  for  these  but  it  vij-as  impossible  to  house  21  of  the 
cases.  After  some  delay,  these  expectant  mothers  were  housed  in 
the  Public  Assistance  InstitijH on  for  oho  night  and  mo\e  d out  into 
the  Ongar  District  the  next  morning.  Of  the  expectant  mothers 
bi’ought  into  the  district  over  40  have  already  had  their  babies. 

In  three  cases  it  has  been  necessary  to  requisition  houses 
for  billeting  purposes.  Generally  the  scheme  prepared  for  the 
reception  of  these  mothers  and  children  has  worked  very  Y/e  11  but 
we  hatre  had  to  meet  difficulties  which  v/ere  not  anticipated. 

The  Influx  of  such  a large  number  of  expectant  mothers  with 
limited  maternity  hospital  accommodation  was  indeed  a serious 
problem.  The  dirty,  sloven  and  undomesticated  mother  with  uncared 
for  children  presented  another  grave  difficulty.  In  these  cases 
it  is  realised  that  it  is  impossible  to  put  these  people  into 
decent  clean  homes  and  as  far  as  possible  empty  houses  were  made 
use  of  for  this  purpose.  Generally  the  children  of  school  age 
are  well  behaved  and  have  been  happily  received  into  the  homes  of 
our  people,  only  five  cases  of  unruly  children  have  been  brought 
to  m.y  notice. 

It  is  necessary  for  a stringent  check  to  be  kept  on  m.oney 
paid  out  by  the  Post  Office  in  respect  of  billets  and  it  is 
proposed  to  commence  within  the  next  few  days  a system  of 
investigation  and  checking.  I would  take  this  .’'poortunlty  to 
thank  all  the  Billetilng  0fflce:^s  and  Helpers,  the  Nursing 
Services,  to  those  who  lent  cars  and  to  my  Staff  for  the  very 
great  help  and  generous  support  they  have  given  in  this  extremely 
difficult  v;ork  of  receiving  evacuated  people”  . 

Since  then  the  Department  has  had  much  work  to  do  in 
connection  v/ith  this  problem  in  visiting  and  changing  billets, 
chocking  up  monies  paid,  v;hich  at  the  beginning  amounted  to 
£608.7s.6d.  per  week.  ' However,  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
Department  to  continue  as  far  as  possible  with  its  normal 
duties.

Ten  water  samples  taken  from  wells  were 

submitted 

to  the  Analyst  for  Chemical  and  partial  Bacteriological 
examination.

SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 


Periodical  visits  were  made  to  the  various  shops  in 
the  Area  and  matters  as  set  out  were  dealt  with  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Shops'  Act  and  the  Public  Health  Act. 

Offices  were  also  visited  but  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  take  action  in  any  case. 

With  regard  to  the  shops,  action  was  taken  in  one 
case  to  raise  the  temperature  of  both  the  shop  and 
warehouse . 

It  is  desirable  that  all  shops,  other  than  butchers 
and  fishmongers,  should  have  a temperature  of  not  less 
than  55°P.  and  in  cases  where  it  is  less,  action  is  taken. 
In  the  case  dealt  with,  gas  radiators  were  installed  to 
meet  the  Council's  requirements.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

Supervision  of  milh  production  and  distribution  continues 
to  be  strlngenbly  exercised  and  the  standard  obtained  generally 
is  satisfactory. 


There  are  96  producers  and  wholesalers  and  61  retailers 
of  milk  on  the  register.  51  of  these  cowkeepers  produce 
’llccr edited”  milk  and  7 ” Tuberculin  Tested”  milk. 


144  samples  of  milk  'were  taken  in  the  area  and  submitted 
o bhe  ra.athyl8ne  blue  and  co]  if crm  test,  20  of  which  were 
ound  to  be  unsatisfactory.  6 samples  of  milk  were  taken 
or  Biological  examination,  one  of  which  was  found  to  be 
os iuive . 


PIEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS, 


Slaughter-houses,  shops,  stalls,  vehicles  and  places 
where  food  is  prepared  and  stored  are  visited  regularly  and 
close  supervision  is  exercised  to  deta.in  food-stuffs  v/hlch 
are  diseased  or  unwholesome  and  unfit  for  human  consumption. 


A great  deal  of  attention  and  time  is  given  to  the 
matter  of  Meat  Inspection,  and  the  requirements  of  the 
Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  are  strictly 
adhered  to.  The  inspection  of  Meat  is  carried  out 
according  to  the  standard  laid  down  in  Memorandum  62/Foods, 

The  Council  has  not  undertaken  the  work  of  meat 
marking  under  the  provisions  of  Part  II,  of  the  Public 
Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

There  are  six  registered  slaughter-houses  in  the 
District,  Occasional  slaughtering  of  pigs  takes  place 
at  one  farm  premises  by  arrangement,  the  animals  being 
reared  at  the  farm,  2,550  animals  were  inspected 
during  the  year.
